Then; what frute we take 
therof, and herein J wpll declare howe the bo⸗ 
dye of Chypſte is geuen vs in it. 
Thyꝛdlpe. what is the ryght vie therof, 
Foꝛthlye. I ſhall reherſe the erroures and ſu⸗ 
perſticions wherby it had bene defaced; and ſo 
wyll J declare, howe the ſeruauntes of God 
ought to dyffer from the papiſtes. i 
Fpnallpe, J wyll declare the oꝛygynall of 
that contencyon, whyche hath bene lo erneſtly 
mayntapned euen of the lame men whyche in 
our tyme,haue applped all they; ſtudy to bzin 
the goſpell to light againe;to replenyſhe agate 
the congregatio,and to reſtoze the Cyncere and 
pure doctryne. As concerntnge the kyꝛſt. 
Phan it pleaſed the almyghty oure God | 
by baptyſmz,to choſe vs into the congregatio 
that is to (ape into hys houſe whyche he wyll 
nourpche and defende:and that he hathe rerey⸗ 
ued vs, not onelp as houſhold ſeruauntes, but 
alſo as hps chyldzen: it bchouethe hym (pt he 
wyll playe the parte of a gooo father)to x

Carie to foode and clothynge. 5

Foz this is 
the chiefe thynge that he with his ſpirite woz- 
keth intierly in vs, to adde koꝛce and efficacye 
to his oꝛdinaunce whpche he hath appoynted 
as it were an inſtrument ſeruyng hym to thys 
—— he might accomplyſhe and finiſhe 
is moꝛke in vs. Therfoze, becauſe the power 
of the holy goſt is coupled with the Cacramen 
tes. whan they be reteyued ſo as they oughte 
to be:we ought to hope and truſte, that they 
be an helpe vnto vs that we mape go fozward 
in holyneſſe of lyke and eſpecyally in charitie. 
Nowe muſte we come to the thyꝛde of the 
chiefe partes whyche we haue purpoſed in the 
begynnpng of thys lytle boke, that is to ſay? 
to the ryght vſe,that we maye:reuerentipe ob⸗ 
ſerue the in ſtitution of the Lozde, Foz who 
Co euer cometh vnto thys ſacrament, wyth a 
terteyne contempte, negligentiye oz wythoute 
regarde,nothynge carcfull to holde hys pur- 
pole, and foperſeuer in that where in the Lozd 
hathe called hym :he dothe frowardiye abuſe 
it, and in abuſpnge fplthplp contaminate it 
But to contaminate and pollute the thynge 
that god hath ſo holply conlecrated, is a great 
and intollerablc Cacrileoge, Nepther is it in 
vapne that P aule declareth ſo greuouſe and 
trueii dampnation to all them that recep ne it 
vnwozthelpe,. Foz pf there be nothpnge eyther 
in heauen epther in earth, that is moze wag |

then the bodpe and blode of the Lozd:ft is ns 
Cmaifaute to diſpyce1t,and to receue it wyth 
out conſideration , and to come thyther not 
well and diligentipe prepared, Foztyermoze, 
he dothe aduertyl vs to pꝛone our ſelues, that 
we mape vle it euen as the thynge requpzeth, 
It Ca be that we vnderſtande what pꝛobati⸗ 
on that oughte to be: we ſhall alſo perceyue 
what vſ? that is whych we loke fog, but great 
and wple circumſpection muſte be had in this 
thynge. Foꝛ as we can not be to diligent in ers 
aminynge our ſelues, as the Kozde hath com⸗ 
maunded euen fo dpd the ſophilticall dortozs 
{whylſe they requyzed J canne not tell what 
kynde of pꝛobation, and diligece examinpng 
ofa mans ſelfe,ſuche as neuer man coulde be 
able to per foꝛme (holde the myſerable conſcien 
ces to muche perplexe, caſtpnge the into won 
derkull danngerouſe anxitie, yea rather into 
hozrabletoznentes. And to be delyuercd from 
- theſe tnroilpnges of perturbacions, we muſte 
(as JhaueCſapdebefoze(reduce all thpnges to 
the inſtitutios of che Lozde, as to the rule, 
whiche yk we folowe, we ſhall nepther ſipde 
noz erre. Ind folowynge it, we ought tocon- 
ſpder whether we fele in our lelues vnfapned 
repentaunte and fayth . Whyche two areſo 
lopned betwene them ſelues, that it is not poĩ 
- Cible that the one tan by any meanes conſpſte 
wythout the ot her. Fox pt we do ſupple that 
oure lyferemapneth in Chꝛiſte:then muſte we 
acknowlege char in oure ſxlues we are deade. 
It we ſcke oure force and itrengthe in hym: 
then muſt wee vnderſtande that we. deſtituted 
of all ſtrenghe, do fapnte. Yf we put al cure 
felicicte in his mercye:we muſt neades perteiue 
howe great our miſery is, whan that is away 
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Him:the muſt we kele nought els in our fely:s 
but vnquietnes, trobleſome cartes and ſolici⸗ 
tudes. Ind luche aſtettion can not hein vs but 
it wyl ingender in vs a certapne dilnlealaunce 
of our whole lyfe,beſpdes the tarefulneſſe : 
teare, and at the laſt. the loue + delyꝛe of iuſtice 
Foz he that knoweth the filthines ot᷑ his ſine 
and pᷓ miſerie of his eſtate whylſe he is exiled 
tom God, is lo greatly abaſhed, that he is co 
ſtrapned, to be out of tontept with kim ſelke, 
to condem ne him klelfe, foꝛ verie doloure of 
hert to wepe and ſyght. To theſe thynges, is 
the iugment of God obiected incontinente, 
which grutchethe the contiente of the ſpnner 

in wonderkull ſtraptes, whan he percepueth þ 

he can by no meanes eſcape, and that there is 
na plate of defence remapnynge. MPhan we ac 
nd wledgynge oure owne mpſerp after uche 
ſozte,are able to taſte of ihe goodneſſe of god: 
then da wee del pꝛe to directe all the ozder of 
oure Iyfe vnto his, wyll, that (abiecipng the 
thynges whiche we followed b:foze(we maye 
in him be made a newe creatoure: Yf we, ther⸗ 
foze, wyll haue that communpon, which is bee 
ſeampng foz vs to haue, the tommunpon of the 
mooſte holpe Cupper of the Loide: Let vs 
wyth a tirme cofivence of mynde take Thiſte 
koꝛ oure iuſtice, Iyfe and hcith:let vs itmbzace 
his pzome::es ſuppolyng them to be certayne 
and conſtant:let vs renownce al ſluccurs to 5 
contrarie, which ſtriue therwith, and all con: 
fidence ofthe ſame:that we diſtruſtynge oure 
ſclues and all other creatures,mep be quiet in 
him onelie, and content oure ſlelues with his 
only mercte which thyng bycauſe ic can not be 
done, vnleſſe we knowe how noche y_ we 
us 
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haue ok helpe and lucture:no remedye we muſt 
neades be molt ſharpeipe pꝛycked and dygged 
as it were with a goade, though the fealing of 
dur myſerie: that we as men halfe famyſſhed, 
map deſicouſly loke fox hym. Fox how fonde a 
thynge were it to ſeke foʒ mcare withoute any 
mancr of appetpt- And to gette an appetite to 
meate the next wape is to haue an emptpe ſto⸗ 
make. but in ſuche takynge that it mape admit 
mete. Ok thps it folo weth that it behouethe 
oure ſoũles to be hungry, and feruentlpe to de⸗ 
ſpʒe meate, that they mape in the ſupper of the 
Lonꝛde kynde thepze nutyzment. Fozthermoze, 
it is to be noted that we can not deſpꝛe Lhziſte 
vnleſſe we do aſpire to the iuſtice of god:whp⸗ 
the conſpſtethe in the deny all ol oure ſelfe, and 
the obedyence that ought to be geuen vnto him 
Foz it can be no meanes agree:that we ſhould 
be ok the body of Chziſte, lypnge in the meane 
tyme fylthvip, voluptuoully, and without rule 
Sepnge that in Lhzyſte is noughte els but all 
purptie, tontinente, gentleneſſe, lobzietie, verp⸗ 
tpe, humblpneſſe, and all other lpke vertues:it 
behoueth vs (yt we wyll be membzes ot his bo⸗ 
dye) to be cleare fro al voluptuouſneſſe x riotte 
krom arrogancie, intemperãce, vanytye, pzyde 
and other vyces. Foz we can not myngle thoſe 
wyth hym without great ſhame and repꝛoche 
It bchouethe vs all wape to remembꝛe, that 
there is no moꝛe concoꝛde betwene hym and i⸗ 
niquptie, then is betwene lpght and darkeneſſe. 
Loo by what meanes we mape come to per⸗ 
fecte repentaunce:by appopntpnge aure ioꝛney 
ſo, that oure lyte be faſhvoned after the exam⸗ 
ple of Ehzyſte, But, althoughe thys thyng be 
common to all partes of the lyfe: pet take they 
place chpefipe in charptie ; whyche in thys la⸗ 
+ ct ment 
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trament is ſyngnlerlp tommended bnto-boz 
By reaſon wherof,etis alſo called the onde 
therof Foz as the bzeade.whiche koꝛ the vle of / 
all men, is ther ſanctificd , is made ot manye 
grapnes, ſo compacte together that one can 
not be leperate and diſcerned from the other: 
enen after the ſame cate ought we to be iov⸗ 
ned together wpth the mdiColuble.bonde of 
ktendſchyppe. Ind fo do we all reteyuc one bo⸗ 
dye of Chziſt, to the ende we mn ay be his mem⸗ 
des. But pt we be ful ot diſcozdes and dil⸗ 
tentions: we do as moch⸗ as in vs ipeth,reare 
Chziſte and pulle hym in lunder nepther ſhall 
we be gyltpe of Imailer, ſacrilege, than pf we 
Had done the thynge in dede. Let vs not ther⸗ 
foe bee bolde to come thyther, vt anye hatred 
oꝛ eupi wyll tow ardes aup man, and chiefly a 
Th ſtpan iopned to the vnitie of the church 
doo temapne in vs, we mult alco(for the kep= 
nge and woloyng of the ozver of the Lozde(' 
-bzpnge whth'vs on other affection:that is to 
ape, that we confeſſe wpth mouth and declare 
uin verpe de de howe muche we are bounde to 
oure ſauioure: and that we may gene thankes 
vnto hpm : not onelye that we maye geue 
' glozpe to hys name, but that we mape alſo in⸗ 
ſtructe one another, and that our nepghbours 
-mape,thioughe oure example, lerne what they 
ought to doo. . 
But toz that there can no man be kounde, 
that hath ſo pꝛotited in fapth and Canceiric of 
pe, but that he lackethe pet verie muche: t 
were daunger leſte verye manp godiye conſep 
ences ſhulde be trobled wyth thole wozdes 
that J haue ſpoken, vnleſſe J wolde returne 
mpttpgatinge thoſe pꝛeceptes whiche J haue 
geuen of fayth. and repentaunce. 2x 
Foz þ kpnd of teachpng is verye daun 
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tijat all men whyche be not indued wyth luche 
thynges, bee excluded. Foz ſo ſhoulte all men be 
excluded, not one man excepted, 
And to pzoue that thynge to be true, who 
tan boſte that he hath no poynte of dyffidence 
in him: that he is depꝛaued w no ſpot of min 
de, oz with no kynde of weaknefſe- Certes the 
thildezen of God haue luch fayth, that it is ne⸗ 
dekull foꝛ them alwapes to pzap vnto the lozd 
that he be pꝛelent and helpe theyz incredulptye 
Foꝛ thys dyſeaſe is ſo faſte rooted in vs, taht 
we can by no meanes be healed, bcfoze wee bee 
delyuered out of the boundes of thys bodpe. 
Yea the holpneſſe of our lyfe is ſuche, that wee 
muſte neades pꝛay dayly to gette remyſſion of 
Lynnes, and grace to amendeG.e 
| And, althoughe ſome be moze imperkecte 
than ſome: pet is there no man but he fayllethe 
in many thiges, Yea the ſuſtice of man is ſuch 
that the wiſeman copareth it to a cloth defilcy 
with the floures of a woman, which is no leſſe 
then yk he had ſaid with the plalmiſte. Till haue 
fallen, they are made all togyther vnpꝛokttable 
there is none that doth good not one. There is 
none that hath not neade to ſape wyth Dauid 
Lozdc who ts able to knowe the grateneſſe of 
Finne dooe thou(good loꝛd) clenſe me from my 
. Cinnes, þ magnitude wherof J am not able to 
compzchende. And therfoze,yf that integrytye 
ok fayth and lIyfe be requpzed, wherin wateth 
nothpnge at all: the ſupper fhoulde not bee o⸗ 
nely vnpzokitable vnto all men, but alſo verpe 
.hurtfull, which thinge,no doubt, is moſt wyde 
'Frofn the mynd and purpoſe of the Lozd why- 
the gaue vnto vs his cogregatio,nothing moze 
. oo C. i. whclefoms 


wholeſome then that, Whan we therfoze,th 
kele in oure ſelues a fayth not pet perfecte,at 

ſhall not be indue wyth ſo pure a coſcience hut 
that it accuſe vsof many vices: that ought not 
to let vs foz comyng to the lozdes ſacred table: 
ſo be that we, voyde of allhypocriſye and ſp⸗ 
mulation, do in that weakneſſe truſt fot helthe 
in Lhzyſt, wyllyng to directe our lyfe after the 
rule of the goſpell. But namely Jſay that ther 
be none Þppocrtiſie:becauſe very manp do de⸗ 
ceyue them ſelues wyth vapne klaterpnges, per 
ſwadinge the ſelues that it is ſufficient pf they 
codcmpne thepꝛ vices althought they do nour⸗ 
riſhe the ſame: oz ls it ſufficeth if they abſteine 
from them fo2 a time and intend to retourne to 
the ſame agapne incontinent, But the true re 
pentaunte is fyʒꝛme and conſtant. Ind therkoze 
it bzyngethe to paſſe that wee ſtzyue agapnſte 
he euyll that wee oure lelues carpe wpth vs, 
not foz a few dapes oz monethes but though 
all the tyme of o ure lpfe, wythout any maner 
mecrmpſſion, Phan wee kele that vyces do ſo 
dyſpleaſe vs, and that the vnkapned hatred ot 
them pzoceding from the keare of God is graf 
fed in vs, and that we be allo led wyth the de⸗ 
ſv2e to lyue well and holplpe:wee are apte and 
mete to receive the ſupper of the lozd: although 
there be pet remapning in vs very many krag⸗ 
mentes of infpzmptics. Yen vnleſſe we were 
weake,ſlubiccte to difficence, # vnperfecte lyfe: 
theſacramente were vnpꝛokytable fox vs, and 
the inſtitution therevk had not bene neceſſarp, 
Sepnge therkoze tt is the remedye wherwythe 
God wold ſuccoure our weakenes' kreghthen 
our faythe, incriaſe our rharite and ſet vs fox 
warde in lanctitie of lyfe:we oughte fa myche 
the rather to vle it, how much moze geruouci 
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Ive kele dur ſelues oppꝛeſſed the magny⸗ 
tude of the dileas. Much leſſe ought it to be an 
inpediment vnto vs, Foz yf we do lye foz extu⸗ 
Ce that wee be pet weake in kaythe, and not of 
ipfe perfect pnough, to the intent we may with 
dꝛawe oure lelues rome the vle of the ſupper 
it were euen lyke as pf a man woulde abſtapne 
from phyſyke bycauſe he were ſpchke, 
The weakneſſe therfoze of kapth t the vy⸗ 
ces of our lyte ought to admoniſhe vs to come 
to the ſupper as to the chyefc remedy; that they 
myght be amended and cozrected. | 
So htat we come not, voyde of all fapthe and 
repentace, Wherokt the fp2ſt is hyd iu the mind 
and therkoze our conſcience muſt beare vs wyt 
neſſe befoze God. The later is declared in ac⸗ 
tio and wozke: and therfoze it is requiſpte that 
it appeare in our lyſtie. | 
As concernpnge the tyme of celebzatyng the 
ſupper it mape not bee appoynted and pꝛeſcry⸗ 
bed vnto all men. Foz there is no man but he. 
Call ſometyme haue ſuche pꝛyuate impedimen 
tes, as mape extuſe a man thoughe he abſtaps 
e. Beſydes that wee haue no pꝛetepte wher 
p all men be compelled to vle it ſo ofte as it 
maye be offered vnto them. But pet yt we ha⸗ 
ue reſpecte vnto the ende where vnto the lozde 
leadeth vs: we ſhall knowe that the vle there⸗ 
of oughte to be muche moze commone than it 
is commonlye amonge manye men.

Dome [ay they 
are not wozthp : and bp that pꝛetexte they ab⸗ 
ſtapne all the pere. Other do not onelye conſy- 
der howe vnwoꝛthy they be: But they do allo 
tape foz them, that they can not communpcate 
wyth luche as they lee come thyther vnpꝛepa⸗ 
red. Allo other ſuppoſe that the oft vſe of it is 
Cſuperfluoſc: neyther dooe they thynke that it 
ought to be lo often iterated and repeted, after 
t hat we haue ones recepued Lhayſte. J aſke of 
thoſe fyzſtc, whyche ape fox them ſetues thepʒ 
owne vnwozthpneſſe: howe thepz conlcience 
can ſuſtapne ſo greate mpłer pe mote than an 
pere, ⁊ dare not call vpð the lozde accozdyngly. 
Fo? they wyll geaunt it to be a popnt of raſh- 
neſſe, to cal vpon god as a father , vnleſſe wee 
be the membꝛes of Chꝛyſte Mhyche thpnge 
can not be done vnleſſe the lubſtaunte and ve⸗ 
ritie of the ſupper be fulfpiled in vs. 
And pk we haue the veritie it tele, we are 
. muche better reaſon, mete to reteyue the

munpcation:wherin all oure helth contpſtethe. 
Let hym rather indeuoure to feyght agaynſte 
all the impedimentes whyche the dyuell caſteth 
agaynſte hym:leſte he be excluded frõ ſo greate 
a good thynge, and conſequentlp robbed of all 
the benekites to gather.

Thepz ſaiyng ther foꝛe is to 
this oye prey becauſe the ſupper is the me 
mozte of that onelp ſacrifice, whetin we ought 
vtterlye to content our ſelues, therfoze is that 
name attributed. Neythcr can J blame the cuz 
ſtome of the olde congregation , hycauſe they 
dyd in thepz geſture + riete figutate a certapne 
pmage of a ſacrifice, b ſame Þ cerimonies in 
maner, that were in vſe vnder p oldelaw:this 
one thinge excepted, þ in ſteade of a beaſt, they. 
vſl ade fo; they} Cacrifice., Whych thynge 
foz that it pꝛycked to nere the It wyſhe marke 
and is not agreable to the inſtitucid of the loꝛd 
do not alo ve it. 

Foꝛ in the olde teſtament, the tyme ot fygu 
res, the lozde inſtituted ſache terimonies, to be 
oblerued, vntyll that laerykyce were telebzated 
in the kleſhe of hys moſt dear e beloued ſonne, 
whych was the truthe of them all 

Sepng therfoze, all thys is fynyſhed, there 
remapnetih no moze but that we vſe the cõmu⸗ 
nion therof, It is therfoge Cuperfigouſe, ay 
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klare that thynge wyth gures, n 
the inſtitution of Chziſte, we are not commas 
ded to offer oꝛ facrifite: but to take and eate 
the thynge that is al redy offered and ſacrify- 
ccd. And although the aũtiente s, dyd komwhat 
offende in that obſeruation / pet was not the 
impiete ſo great as that which dyd afterward 
treepe in, Fox the thynge that was pzoper and 
peculpar to the death of Chziſte, was vtterlye 
tranſpoſed to the maſſe: that it myght ſatisfye 
to god fox oure offences, ⁊ that we mpght be re 
concyled be it. Beſyde thele thinges, that offy⸗ 
ce whyche was Chꝛyſtes, was attrpbuted vn⸗ 
to them whyche called them ſclues pꝛeſtes that 
they myghte ſacrifice vnto· God, and that they 
myght pꝛape befoze hym wyth thep; ſacrifites 
to optayne pardone and remyſſion of our ſyn⸗ 
nes, I wyll not diſfemble theſe lolution which 
the ennemies of the truth do bꝛyng in this ma⸗ 
ter. Chat the maſſe is no newe ſacrifice, but 
the applytation of that onelpe ſatrifyce wher⸗ 
of J haue ſpoken, Althoughe they go aboute 
to touer thyꝛe abhompnation wyth ſome ma 
ner colour: Yet doth it magnifeſtiye apeare to 
be a mere cauyllacion. Foz it is not onely ſayd 
that the ſacrifice af Chꝛyſte is but one: but al⸗ 
fo that it dughte not to be iterate, ſeynge that 
the fozce and effitacie therot᷑ is perpetual.

applycacionof the merite of his death, that we 
map feale the frupt therol:that is donc, not at 
ter ſuche Cozte as they of the popyſhe churche 
thynke it to be done: but when we receyue the 
tydynges ofthe Goſlpell, euen ſuche as the my 
nyſtres whom God hath oꝛdeyned as ambala 
dours, dooe in theyz pꝛeachynge pꝛoteſte: pea 
ſuch as he hath ſealed wyth Dacramentes as 
wypth crales. All, as well teachers as paſtours 
haue allowed this opinion of the commo peo 
ple wherin they ſuppoſed, that man ta deſerue 
mercpe and iuſtikpcation(euen fo: the wozkes 
ſake)which would heare oz bye a maſſe. | 
But I ſape, that yf we wyll take anp pꝛofyte 
of the ſupper, we muſte bzyng 2 nothyng 
of our owne, to the intent to deſerue the thyng 
tha t we loke koꝛ: but that we muſte onelpe xe⸗ 
ceyue wyth fapth, the mertye that is in it o 
red vnto vs. And pet doth not that merepe res. 
mapne in the lacrament: but as it commeth krõ 
the troſſe of Chziſt, euen Co it ſendeth vs backe 
agayne to the lame. Nothynge therfoze,is ſa 
contrary to the true vnderitandpng of the [i 
per as to make theraf a ſacrifice, Fox it wyll 
not ſuffer vs to acknowledge the deathe of 
Chpſte to be the onely Cacryfpce, whyche ſhall 
contpnewe foz euer. Theſe thpnges well vader 
ſtande, it ſhall be euident, that all thoſe maſſes 
wherin is no luche communyon ok the ſupper 
as the Loꝛdr inſtituted, are nought els but ve⸗ 
ey abhompnation: Foz the Loꝛde dyd not oz 
dapne that the pzefſt onlpe ſhould ſeuer ally (as 
tysfie hym Celfe after he had finiſhed him ſatri 
kyce:but hys wyl was þ this tacramẽt ſhoulde 
be dyſtrybuted in an open aſſemble, lpke vnto 
the firſt ſupper which he celebzated w his apo⸗ 
ſtles.

Spꝛſt that coment hath no foundation at all 
in the lerypture, neyther hath it any teſtymonie 
of the olde congꝛegatyon: and therfoze can it 
by no meanes agree oꝛ ſtande wpth the woꝛdes 
of the Loꝛde.

nes ſhoulde repꝛeſente vnto vs that bodye, We 
kno we therekoꝛe manyfeſtipe, that vnleſſe the 
ſubſtance of bzeade do there remapne, all the re 
preſentation, wh iche the lozde wyllynge to ac⸗ 
tommodate hym ſelfe to oure intpꝛmitie, gaue 
vnto' vs, doth vttcrlye dekape and periſhe, 
Fo! the wozdes which the loꝛd ſpake, ſounde 
noleſſe than pf one would: ſape. In lyke ma⸗ 
ner as mans bod is nourpſhed and luſtapned 
wyth bꝛeade ſo is mp kleſhe the ſpirituall food 
wherwyth the Contes be quickened. Belpdes 
fheſe thyages. Foz what purpoſe dothe Paule 
p2opone that ſimplitude - as one ſofe is made 
of manre grapnes, myngled and iopned to ge⸗
